CHILDREN a re n ot b o rn long in 
reacting a n d s h o rt In spelling a n d 
a rith m e tic Any child doing well 
in one of th e basic school su b ­ 
je c ts h a s ability to do fairly well 
in th e o th e r ones. b arrin g s e n ­ 
sory defects, of course. O u r p ro b ­ 
lem is to h elp h im learn b e tte r 
w here he lags. 
H ere is w h a t one m o th e r w rites: 
Dear Dr. D y ers: My son h a s 
just entered the second grade. He 
reads very well, but h as great 
trouble with spelling a n d a r i t h ­ 
metic. His teacher thinks he does 
not know how to concentrate His 
attention wanders from w h a t he 
should be doing to the windows, 
whatever Is on the blackboard or 
to what his classmates are doing 
Lacks Self-Confidence 
“S h e also says he lacks self­ 
confidence, though he seem s to 
have lots of self-confidence at 
home His teacher is wonderful 
with the children at school a n d 
my son has loved her from the 
start oi school.” 
Here, In substance, Is how I 
answered this mother: Have your 
son’s vision and hearing tested. 
Since he can read well, you can 
be sure he has ability to learn to 
spell and do arithmetic. But don’t 
tell him he should; try to find 
ways to prove to him he can suc­ 
ceed In these other subjects. 
May Be Nervous 
His being so easily distracted 
at school may mean that he is 
“nervous.” Help him at h o m e to 
enjoy a calmer program and 
family atmosphere. You and Dad 
should read a great deal to him—

Wile . * ou give him a co m m a n d 
o r request, be su re you first h ave 
his a tte n tio n . His self-conscloua- 
ness m ay in d icate th a t h e h a s not 
h a d en o u g h success at n o rm al 
play w ith o th e r ch ild ren of his 
age.
